Bafil, Dec. 19. The Memorials deliver’d to the 
General Diet of the Cantons by the Minifters of 
France and Savoy, are not yet made Publick. But 
the Envoy of Savoy’s is beft lik’d, becaufe he dif- 
covers to the Cantons a Defign of the Kings of 
France and Spain to part Switzerland between them- 
felves and his Mafter ; he tells them what thare the 
2 Crowns were to have had, and that his Matter 
was to have hadthe Teiritories of Gex and Geneva:
